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Ax old friend, a London clergyman 
of long and wide experience, said to 
me lately: “I cannot understand the 
position of the working classes towards 
religion; they seem to put it on one 
side, to do without it; not to have any 
ill- feeling towards it, but simply to 
regard it with indifference.” 

experience is shorter than my friend's, 
but leads to the opposite impression: 
that the great body of artisans do not 
do without religion; that they are as 
much governed by conscience as any 
body of professing Christians! but 
also that towards all professions, and 
espectally all teachers of 
have a very strong and — itter 
antipathy; that they look on theology 
as having the same value as astrology, 
and esteem the clergy as on about the 
level of fortune-tellers, as encouraging 
ignorance that they may live by teach- 
ing that which they kuow to be false. 
It is possible that my friend and my- 
self are both right, so far as the evi- 
dence before us goes. He is a dis-

To suggest 
that the Church had not ado an 
scheme of chronology, that Ussher's 
chronology was but two centuries old, 
that the Bible was not a chronology 
but a body of literature, was to pour 
water on the back of a duck, to talk 
of a rainbow to a blind man. By 
common consent the clergy were either 
fools not to know better or knaves to 
preach untruth, A very earnest 
speaker ke of them as “ black- 
beetles with white throats.” | 

The artisan is not a scholar, is not 
accustomed to consider nicely the 
meanings of words or the logic of a 
sentence; but the education of the 
workshop and of the family under the 
difficulties of town life and limited 
means, if rough schooling, is thorough 
of its kind. Some of his work is 
likely to be for rich people, and he 
sees that what to him is luxury be- 
yond his wildest —2 is for them 
simple necessities of life; he also 
knows that he gives a greater part of 
himself body and soul to his work 
than he believes they do to theirs. 
He knows that every Government 
official, besides being regularly paid, 
even during illness, is sure of a pen- 
sion; that every incumbent is secure 
in his living, so long as he is alive, 
however old or incapable; and he 
asks why should he, whose work is 
uncertain, whose wages stop when he 
is ill, and decrease as he gets old and 
feeble, have nothing but the union 
before him. He associates Church 
and State as one in his mind; he feels 
the State cares nothing for his body, 
and he is by no means sure the Church 
cares much for his soul, even if he 
have one. The Church has not gained 
his confidence, and he believes it does 
not deserve it. 

My own experience is not without 
some value, as enabling me to under- 
stand the that seems to be be- 
tween the Church and the workman. 
For twenty years I have been work- 
ing in South London, the true home 
of the artisans of London, where one- 
third of the population, over a million, 
are crowded into one-tenth of the 
space. My one object has been to 
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bring books and pictures to those who 
scarcely know what they mean, to 
2 e younger men some slight 
nowledge of that higher education 
which is familiar to those who are 
more fortunate in leisure, which is 
even more important than money for 
culture. We have been helped by 
various friends, but the clergy have 
been conspicuous only by their ab- 
sence, and in that they have been. very 
conspicuous. The Church is sup- 
to be the obstacle to real edu- 
cation, the stumbling-block of free- 
dom of thought; I believe it is the 
only body that can really lead the 
way to free-thought in its fullest and, 
in fact, only meaning, for free-thought 
does not mean merely permission to 
think, but must be on power to 
think and on broad knowledge. I 
believe the Church has power to help 
the artisan class in a much greater 
degree than any other religious body 
not so much because it has greater 
wealth, but because it could so much 
more easily than any other body gain 
their confidence. A Church minister 
could do more for bis parishioner 
than any Dissenting minister, if of 
— — ul; and — 
pecially true with regard to worki 
“cha ife” does not possess.

But a Church clergyman who should 
preach, not the Bible, not church- 
going, not creeds or catechisma, but

PARENTAL FRIENDSHIP.

Ir is hardly — to overestimate 
the effect of home training upon our 
national and social — 1 The 
lessons of the nursery, often beld of 
slight account, come at length to form 
the unconscious life of society, and it 
is, generally speaking, not too much 
to say that, as is the character of our 
homes, so will be the character of our 
nation, with its government, its poll- 
tics, its manifold industries, and all 
its varied and important interests. 
Of all education, therefore, that which 
bas for its object the right fulfilment 
of perental duties would seem among 
the most important. Yet, as a gene- 
ral thing, that relation is entered — 
with only crude aud desulto 
of the principles involved ; and, while 
intelligence experience slowly 
bring a measure of wisdom, it often 
comes too late for the most pressing 
necessities. One of the most impor- 
tant requisites of home life, and one, 
perhaps, most frequently overlooked, 
is the intimacy that should exist be- 
tween the parent andthe child. This 
is, indeed, the foundation on which 
influences may be most se- 
rely laid. The control which is ob- 
tained through fear, or force, or bare 
authority, has nothing abiding in it. 
Just as soon as the fear is outgrown 
or the force removed, its power will 
pass away. But the influence which

(Summarized from Territorial Papers. )- 


On the 27th of January T. B. Lewis, formerly of Salt Lake, now of Ogden, 
and Principal of the Central School in that city, was arrested on a charge of 
unlawful cohabitation. He waived examination, and was placed under $1,500 


bonds to appear before the grand jury. 


The work on the Union Depot to be erected in Ogden has ceased suddenly. 
The reason alleged for the stopping is that it was found soon after the work 
commenced that some changes were necessary in the plans, which would add 
$20,000 to the original estimates, and the C. P. Road was not willing to bear 
its proportion of this increase of expense. 


The Salt Lake Academy closed its first term on January 28th, with a pub- 
lic examination of the pupils, A large number of visitors were present, 
among them a number of prominent brethren of Salt Lake. The exercises

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were very satisfactory, and the progess made reflected great credit upon the 
Principal, Carl G. Maeser, and the teachers. 

On the 19th of January Bishop Hunter, of American Fork, assisted by a 
very competent committee of the brethren and sisters of that city, provided a 
splendid entertainment for the benefit of the old folks. All the arrangements 
were complete and satisfactory. Nothing was omitted calculated to give joy 
and pleasure—the whole arrangement did honor to their appreciation of the 
veterans. 


Prosecuting Attorney Dickson is making aa effort to deprive A. O. Smoot, 
jun., of his position of United States Commissioner for Utah County. It is 
supposed that Mr. Dickson is trying to oust Mr. Smoot because he is a Mor- 
mon.” Dickson alledges that Mr. Smoot has declared publicly that he would 
not entertain complaints made before him for violations of the law forbidding 

olygamy and unlawful cohabitation. Mr. Smoot has been ordered by the 
Supreme Court to appear before them, and show cause why his appointment 
as a Commissioner should not be revoked. 


Elder Nathaniel H. Felt died on the 27th of January at his home in Salt 
Lake. Elder Felt’s career has been a very useful one, he having labored faith- 
fully and constantly in the interests of the kingdom of God since 1842. In 
1865 he came to Great Britain and labored in the MILLENNIAL Stak office, 
and subseqnently as pastor of the London District, returning to his home in 
1867. On January 15, 1887, he was stricken with paralysis in the leg, and 
though he seemed to improve and his family thought it was but a local com- 
plaint from lack of circulation and exercise, yet on the 27th, after sitting up 
some time and apparently in the best of spirits, in fact better than for months 
past, he retired to rest and passed quietly away without realizing, as far as 
can be ascertained, any more than did his family, that his demise was so near. 


A peculiar wedding has been celebrated in Salt Lake City, the contracting 
parties being a Chinaman and a white woman. The ceremony was performed 
by the Rev. Mr. Thrall, of the Congregational Church. The bride is a native 
of England, and went to Utah with her parents in the Fall of 1878 Her 
maiden name was Nellie Adlard, her father being Jabez Adlard, at present 
resident in that city. She is now in her twenty-third year, is a brunette, of 
slight build and juss under medium height, and has a rather pleasing appear- 


ande. She appears to have conceived a strong attachment for her husband, 


and seems perfectly satisfied with her choice. The bridegroom is Hong Hop, 
the well-known Chinese merchant, proprietor of the Japanese Bazzar on East 
Temple Street, near the corner of Third South. The matrimonial incident is 
a novelty in Utah, and it is to be hoped that it will permanently remain an 
isolated occurrence of its kind. 


The manufacture of salt in Utah has of late years attracted the attention 
of a number of the leading capitalists of that community, and steps have been 
taken to develop this industry, which have tended, in no small degree, to 
furnish employment and increase the revenue of the Territory. There is 
perhaps no place in the United States, if indeed there is in the whole world, 
where better natural facilities are afforded for the production of superio‘ 


* 
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qualities of salt than in Utah. A new company has recently been organized 
for the purpose of more fully developing this profitable industry. It consists 
of a number of capitalists residing in Ogden and Brigham City. The com- 
pany is organized under the name of the “ Utah Salt Company.” The fol- 
lowing named gentlemen have been elected as the officers: President, J. A. 
West; Vice-President, Moroni Skeen; Treasurer, J. C. Armstrong; Secretary) 
A. H. Nelson. The new firm starts out with very encouraging prospects, 
having a paid up capital of $400,000. The stock is divided into shares of 
ten dollars each, all the stock having been already taken. 


On January the 20th the Snow habeas corpus case came up for argument 
before the Supreme Court of the United States in Washington. Great inter- 
est was manifest by all the judges, and the Assistant Prosecuting Attorney 
Wm. D. Maury, was sorely perplexed by the close questioning of the judges’ 
This attorney is the man who, when the Snow case was before the court on a 
writ of error, made the very Christian-like remark that it would have been 
an act of mercy to have put all “Mormons” to the sword long ago. When 
puzzled by the questions of the judges which he failed to answer, he doubtless 
felt more than ever that it would have been an act of mercy to have had the 
“ Mormons” put to the sword before it ever fell to his lot to make an effort to 
sustain such an unjust and infamous thing as that segregating process is. 
The arguments of Brother Snow’s counsel—Messrs. Curtis and Richards— 
were able, and if it is possible to forecast what the decision of a court will be 
by the spirit of the judges, the Saints may hope for a judgment against the 
proceedings of the Utah Courts. 


The impudence of United States deputy marshals seems to be steadily in- 
creasing. Before daylight on the morning of January 28th, the quiet of the 
home of Mr. Charles Anakin, of the 17th Ward, was disturbed by a visit from 
a couple of U. S. deputy marshals, in search of a victim who resides iu the 
same vicinity. The person wanted was Robert G. Sleater. The officers were 
at sea, having gone to the wrong house, and asked Mr. Anakin where the ob- 
ject of their solicitude resided. That gentleman, being aware of the capacity 
of his visitors, declined to give any information on the subject, for the reason, 
as he expressed it, that he did not wish to say anything that would injure his 
neighbors. After a good deal of side-talk, which it is needless to relate here, 
the officers informed him that if he would not answer them satisfactorily in 
relation to Mr, Sleater, who it was presumed was wanted on a warrant issued 
upon a Rench patent complaint for unlawful cohabitation, they would search 
his house. Mr. Anakin protested against this on the ground that he had 
nothing to do with the matter in question; said he was an Englishman and 
his home was his castle, which no one had a right to invade except upon his 
invitation. The officers—deputies Arthur Pratt and Bowman Cannon—paid 
no attention to his protestations, but pushed past him and entered the house, 
They failed to find the object of their search, however, and Mr. Anakin made 
some enquiries about getting redress through the courts for such an outrage 
as this unwarranted invasion of his home, but those to whom he applied for 
this information shook their heads and smiled grimly at the bare suggestion 
of a“ Mormon” expecting to get justice in an affair of that kind.

Wx have received from the Deseret News office a copy of the Book of Mormon 
in Spanigh, recently issued from the press of that office. The translation of 
the Book of Mormon into the Spanish language was done under the super- 
vision of Apostle Moses Thatcher. From the News we learn that Elder 
Thatcher was ,“ably assisted by Elders Meliton G. Trejo and James Z 
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Stewart. It should also be added that valuable aid in the prosecution of the 
work of publication was given by Elder O. V. Aoy, who, being a practical 
printer, was not only enabled to assist in the translation, but as well in proof- 
reading, and to some extent in type-setting.” The Book of Mormon is now 
printed in eight different languages French, German, Italian, Danish, 
Swedish, Kanaka, Welsh and Spanish. It has also been translated into Hin- 
destanee and Dutch, but those translations have not yet been published. 
The Spanish translation will be of great value since it will reach more of that 
people for whom the Book of Mormon is specially intended—the American 
Indians—than any other translation would. Millions of the American 
Indians speak the Spanish language, and the record of their forefathers will 
now de presented to them in a tongue they understand. May God grant that 
its circulation among them may result in bringing them to a knowledge of 
their progenitors, and of the Gospel of Jesus Christ, ‘the fullness of which is 
contained within its sacred pages.
